Intensive seed and grasshopper 
surveys indicate that two farm prace 
tices—"‘seed treatment” and “grass 
hopper control’—will play an ime 
portant part this year in protecting 
grain crops that are seeded in the 
Praine Provinces

most of the cereal smuts and other 
seedborne diseases. (2) It protects 
secds and young seedlings from soile 
borne organisins that cause seed 
decay and seedling blight. (3) It ume 
proves field stands and thus reduces 
weed growth (4) It imereases yield 
and often results in higher grades. It 
1s good imsurance to treat wheat, 
outs, and barley every year. And this 
year particularly, every bushel of 
flax seed that is sown in the Prairie 
Provinces should be properly treate 
ed, at least 24 hours before seeding, 
with one of the modern, orgame 
mercury seed-treatment chemicals, 

Grasshopper Control, Official sure 
veys show that gra shopper NlCelae 
tions are likely to be more serious 
in the southern areas of the Praine 
Provinces in 1958 than in any year 
since 1950. In these areas, stubble 
fields should be summerfallowed, 
Other main sources of infestation are 
pasture fields, roadsides, headlands, 
road allowances, and other idle land, 
Watch these trouble spots closely and 
commence spraying Just as suoon as 
young grasshoppers are noticeably 
abundant. Don't wait until they have 
moved into your grain fields, Early 
action means less injury and less 
work, A “wait and see” attitude can 
mean serious losses and more acres 
needing treatment later in the sea- 
gon. If you are threatencd with a 
serious grasshopper outbreak on 
your farm, seek the advice and help 
of your Agricultural Representative 
or Municipal Secretary, And don't 
forget, government assistance ig 
available to farmers for the purchase 
of chemicals for grasshopper control, 
Be prepared, Kill those grasshope 
pers early this year.

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Notes From D.A.

Erysipelas is an infectious dis- 
ease of swine, it can take on dif- 
ferent forms, these being acute, 
chronic and skin types. 

The germ which causes the dis- 
case can survive for long periods 
of time in contaminated yards and 
pens. The major source of infect- 
ion are straw butts, old straw shel- 
ters, and poorly drained dirty yards. 
Remember also it is infectious and 
may be introduced by bringing in 
new stock to the premises. 

The losses from Erysipelas are 
great, in the acute form, deaths 
and condemned carcass; in the 
chronic form, poor growth, un- 
thriftyness, death and condemned 
carcass. The skin type is not as 
heavy in dollar losses but is a 
means of spreading the infection. 

The acute form is sudden, high 
temperature, followed by postration. 
purplish discoloration and death, 
often affecting the best hogs near- 
ing market weight. The chronic 
form is very common, it is an arth- 
ritie condition causing swollen 
painful joints. Death is not too 
common for this type but pigs re- 
main stunted and worthless never 
attaining market weight. These 
swollen joints are painful and much 
of the swelling js low on the hock 
joint, this form is very contagious. 
The milder “diamond skin” type 
may often be noted in the breeding 
herd appearing as a quilted pat- 
tern on the skin. 

Control of the disease can be 
carried out by serum and penicil- 
lin. However the best plan is pre- 
vention as the germ usually enters 
via way of the intestinal tract. 
Feed or water contaminated from 
manure, straw butts, dead animals 
or kitchen slop may be the source. 
It is therfore very important to 
keep the sanitation program at a 
high level. Avoid hog runs which 
ure not well drained, do not allow 
manure to build up, and burn old

FARM PROBLEMS 
UNDER DISCUSSION 


Two of Alberta's 
met with a number 
newly elected members of parlia- 
ment last week and discussed a 
few of the more urgent farm pro- 
blems. Gordon L. Harrold, presi- 
dent of the Alta. Federation of Ag- 
riculture and chairman of the Al- 
berta Wheat Pool, and Arnold 
Platt, president of the Farmers’ 
Union of Alberta, recommended a 
program of deficiency payment on 
prairie-grown wheat, oats and bar- 
ley. The plan was similar to that 
urged upon the federal government 
by the three Wheat Pools a week 
earlier, 

It called for a 30-cent payment 
on 1956-57 wheat deliveries, q 21- 
cent payment on 1955-56 wheat 
deliveries and lesser amounts on 
coarse grains. 

Other suggestions included an 
aggressive marketing policy in ex- 
isting markets; utilization of grain 
that cannot be sold in existing 
markets for assistance in develop- 
ing under-developed countries and 
|for reserves for Canada's NATO 
allies; and a system of deficiency

Also suggested were retention of 
the Crow's Nest Pass Agreement 
and the lowest possible tolls on the 
St, Lawrence Seaway; and a form

Canadian cattle raisers are re- 
ported to be enjoying the biggest 
boom in five years. At a western 
bull sale this spring animals sold 
at almost twice the price of two 
years ago. And even their stock- 
men were doing pretty well. Actu- 
ally, barring the export embargo 
period during the foot and mouth 
disease outbreak, cattle raisers have 
been generally prosperous since the 
war, 

What a contrast with wheat, or 
with B.C. apples, or some other 
products in which the government 
boards have set prices, directed 
sales and generally taken over the 
business of marketing. 

It is no coincidence that some of 
the most prosperous branches of 
Canadian agriculture today are 
those in which the state had 
meddled the least.
